WASHINGTON — The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs this 
week issued a formal announce- 
ment declaring that it will take no 
action “at this time” on the Pal- 
estine resolution which urges free 
Jewish immigration to Palestine 
and the ultimate establishment of 
a Jewish Commonwealth there. 
The announcement emphasizes 
that action on the resolution at 
this time “would be unwise.” 

A supplementary statement is- 
sued by Chairman Sol Bloom re- 
vealed that Secretary of War 
Stimson sent a letter on Friday 
to the Foreign Affairs Committee 
in which he stressed that further 
action on the Palestine resolution 
by the committee at this time 
“would be prejudicial to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war.” 

Assistant Secretary of War 
John J. McCloy appeared last Fri- 
day before a closed executive ses- 
sion of the Committee. It is as- 
sumed that he delivered Stimson’s 


letter. The text of the letter read 
as follows: 
“Concerning our conversation 


with respect to House Resolutions 
418 and 419, it is the considered 
judgment of the War Department 
that without reference to the mer- 
its of these resolutions, further 
action on them at this time would 
be prejudicial to the successful 
prosecution of the war.”

NEW YORK.—Formal organi- 
zation of the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council was 
completed here after representa- 
tives of 14 local community rela- 
tions councils and the four leading 
national agencies in this field had 
been in session since Saturday 
evening in a meeting marked by 
complete harmony and a sincere 
purpose to develop a coordinated 
approach to Jewish civic protec- 
tive problems. 

Questions involved in combat- 
ting anti-Semitism, which have 
frequently caused _ divergence 
among Jewish groups, were dis- 
cussed with forthrightness and 
candor. In every instance con- 
clusions were reached by unani- 
mous vote including a program for 
joint planning in dealing with some 
of the major problems, establish- 
ment of the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council as an 
organized body and election of the 
first officers and executive com- 
mittee. 

To serve as its first chairman, 
the Advisory Council elected Edgar 
J. Kaufmann of Pittsburgh, long 
active in the effort to bring about 
coordination in community rela- 
tions work. Jerome Rothschild, 
chairman of the Philadelphia Anti- 
Defamation Council, was elected 
secretary-treasurer along with an 
executive committee consisting of 
Joseph M. Proskauer, president of 
the American Jewish Committee; 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, president of 
the American Jewish Congress; 
Henry Monsky, president of B’nai 
B’ith; Adolph Held, chairman of 
the Jewish Labor Committee; Sid- 
ney Hollander, Baltimore; Phil- 
more J. Haber, Cleveland; Maurice 
B. Fagan, Philadelphia, and Ro- 
bert Segal, Cincinnati. Rabbi 
Maurice Goldblatt was named an 
alternate to the executive com- 
mittee. 





EDITOR’S NOTE: As far as I 
can gather from several sources 
the first meeting seems to have 
been very successful. The four 
agencies have agreed to consult 
with one another not only on proj- 
ects which they will initiate in the 
future, but even on projects in 
which they are already working.

YEARS; RESCUED 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
MOSCOW — Red Star, the 


Russian army newspaper, this. 
week published a story of an 
old Jewish tailor who lived in a 
cellar for nearly two and a half 
years until] the Russian forces: 
ended the German cecupation of 
his village. 

The place was Vasilyevka, in 
the Korovograd region, and the 
tailer, Isai Konstantinovitch,. 
was kept alive in his hiding 
place by an elderly neighbor 
who risked her life to bring him 
food. His hands and feet were 
swollen, and his fingers twisted 
with rheumatism when he was 
brought out; his eyes were con- 
ditioned to darkness and 
shunned the light. “If he had 
been discovered, he and his pro- 
tectress would have been put 
to death under the German an- 
ti-Jewish policy,” the paper 
points out.

In answer to some question on 
Anti-Semitism, Maurice Samuel. 
who spoke at Kirshbaum Sunday 
night to a remarkably large aud- 
ience, considering the weather, 
declared that anti-Semitism is al- 
ready one of the major problems 
of the United States (not of Jews 
alone). He said that news of an- 
ti-Semitism in the nation was sup- 
pressed “as if by censorship” and 
that Jews here are already un- 
comfortable. He pointed out that 
anti-Semitism doesn’t need to be 
as bad in the United States or 
even half as bad as in Germany, 
for it to be devastating.

One of those things which make 
life interesting happened to Ben 
Koll, of the Owensboro Lodge of 
B'nai B’rith.

But I have not felt 
at liberty to comment on the sit- 
uation, which if it were not so 
tragic, would be humorous, be- 
cause it was told to me in confi- 
dence.

A New York Times correspondent, who was in 
Iran when large units of Polish troops and civil- 
ians arrived there from Russia, reported that 
Jewish civilians were segregated in a “ghetto” 
in the least desirable section of the refugee camp 
administered by the Polish authorities.

respondent also charges that the Poles exerted | 


pressure on the Iraq government to refuse pas- 
sage to 300 Polish-Jewish refugee children who 
wished to leave Teheran for Palestine. 

This week British authorities in Palestine sen- 
tenced to prison several Polish soldiers for tak- 
ing part in anti-Jewish disturbances. These dis- 
turbances were not in Warsaw, but in Palestine. 
And’ the sentence was passed despite protests of 
the Polish military authorities. In addition anti- 
Semitic pamphlets, said to be printed by Polish 
circles in London, are being widely circulated 
among Polish units in the Middle East.

| eee WILLKIE’S fortnight condemna- 

tion of the America First group and the Chi- 
cago Tribune will have the effect as far as the 
progressive is concerned of confirming Mr. Will- 
kie as one of the most liberal spirits of our time. 
President Roosevelt, presumably hampered by 
the restrictions of his office, has not gone any 
farther, if as far, at least not publicly. 

The pronouncement is in line with the other 
planks in Mr. Willkie’s platform, in that they 
show a clear understanding of the problems of 
our time, which is still the fight between dem- 
ocracy and fascism. Mr. Willkie sees clearly 


that the world has changed, and that there is no 
going back. It is only a question of whether un- 
der this banner of a progressive we go forward 
with the times, or whether under the banner of 
someone else less aware of the nature of events 
we buck the current and are carried forward 
more slowly. 

For the voter, though, of Republican persua- 
sion, both Jew and non Jew, the pronouncement 
will only intensify the antagonism towards Mr. 
Willkie. For he is as persona non grata to the 
Jewish voter, who is opposed to the extension of 
the rights of the common people, as he is to the 
non Jew. 


Need a State-Wide Body on Civic Defense 


 palecoonadel for a state alignment of some kind 

to fight anti-Semitism in Indiana was very 
apparent at the meeting Sunday in Muncie of 
the Central and Southern lodges of the Indiana- 
Kentucky State Association of B’nai B'rith. It 
was felt that on many problems, such as Court 
Asher and Carl H. Mote just to mention two, 
while they are within the province of the work 
of the large civic protective agencies, a state 
set-up would be in a better position to carry 
through than an organization concerned with 
many national problems. 

At the same time, it was felt that a state-wide 
greup could conduct seminars at which best meth- 
ods of procedure could be outlined for the bene- 
fit of communities too small to have functioning 
bodies of their own. 

Not only are there the problems of fighting 
anti-Semitic incidents, but there is the matter of 
attacking them before they develop, there is the 


matter of self education and self policing, and 
there is the matter of method and procedure. 
Many communities are spending no time what- 
soever on cultivating the good will of their neigh- 
bors, so that when times of stress do arrive, the 
background of understanding will already exist. 
On all of these items, these communities are get- 
ting no tangible help or instruction whatsoever 
from the national bodies. 

Obviously the best method of procedure would 
be to work around the Public Relations Commit- 
tee of the Indianapolis Jewish Federation. Not 
only is that body represented on the new Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council, 
but it is also operated under a part-time paid 
head, the only such man in the state, 

Under the situation, The Post urges the Indian- 
apolis group to issue a call for a state-wide con- 
vention with representatives of all communities 
in Indiana, 


Current Comment 


Which came first, the chicken or the egg, an- 
swered by Rabbi Irving A. Weingart, Fort 
Wayne, in the B’nai Jacob Bulletin—The old pop- 
ular parlor debate, “which came first, the chicken 
or the egg?” in another guise is being carried 
over into the field of Jewish education, The 
question is being pondered over; whether to be- 
get an intelligent, cultured, religious youth we 
must first possess an intelligent, cultured, relig- 
ious parent, and thus adult Jewish education is 
a forerunner, a prerequisite and imperative, or 
whether the old generation is doomed, The Lost 
Battalion, the dor hamidbor, to be forfeited as 
a bad and lost cause and all our efforts and ener- 
gies should be concentrated on children and 
youth. 

We often hear parents say, “We are what we 
are; we cannot be changed. It is too late to edu- 
cate and alter us and make us better Jews; for- 
get about us and worry about our children.” This 
type of reasoning and debating is both irrational 


and disastrous. 

Firstly, we must realize that in order to lead 
a full, rich, vibrant and elevated existence, learn- 
ing and a thirst for the finer and better treasures 
of life are vital. It is never too late to be a stu- 
dent and learn. “Not by bread alone can men 
live,” is an old adage. Secondly, a cultured, re- 
ligious parenthood is the foundation upon which 
we can only erect a sound, healthy Jewish Youth. 
Parents having imbibed themselves from the 
fountain of knowledge and quenched their thirst, 
will in turn be able to teach and by example and 
inspiration foster that desire in their children. 
Thirdly, we shall not be able to perpetuate Jew- 
ish life and values, we shall not have creative 
generations until we have TORAH, CHOCHMO, 
YIRO, learning, wisdom and reverence as pos- 
sessions of old and young. The Jewish group 
mind, soul and genius demand spiritual con- 
sciousness, cultural creativeness and esthetic ap- 
preciation in order to live.

Everything else 
follows from that, including free speech, which is merely free trade 
in facts. To me, a true liberal democrat is not a pinky, not a softy, 
not an amiable gent who thinks something should be done for the de- 
pressed classes, but, simply and entirely, a man who is willing to go 
wherever the facts lead him. 

He may make mistakes, of course; he may often think he sees facts 
when he sees only spots before his eyes, but, anyway, he tries-

until they begin to move too fast for him; then he closes his eyes, 
puts his hands over his ears, and shouts “bureaucracy!” or “states 
rights!” or some other phrase which really means, mother come and

If I am right, as of course I am, then respect for truth, anybody's 
truth, truth in patches or truth in mink, is the basic sign of health in 
a democracy. But when men begin to mumble and grow shy in the 
presence of truth, when they shout at her to cover their own embar- 
rassment, or thrust her out of doors because they cannot stand the 
look in her eye, then we are in trouble. 

I have the feeling that truth is spending a lot of her time out-of- 
doors lately. We have been discussing the food subsidy issue for a 
year. We have discussed subsidies from the viewpoint of whether 
the President is a dictator; we have discussed subsidies from the view- 
point of whether they are immoral; we have discussed them from the 
viewpoint of whether George Washington would have been for them; 
we have discussed them from the viewpoint of esthetics and character- 
building. But if there has been any major Congressional discussion 
of subsidies from the simple, factual standpoint of whether or not they 
have done the job of keeping prices down, I must have been tying my 
shoe at the moment, for I have missed it.

Truth, a little bedraggled from spending so much time in the parks, 
did slip into a meeting of the Senate Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee the other day. Chester Bowles, head of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, was testifying.

WASHINGTON — The question 
of action by Congress on the Pal- 
estine resolution, which has been 
shelved by the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee and by the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
came up for discussion this week 
in the House, when Rep. Samuel 
Dickstein of New York, announced 
that he intends to file a petition 
to bring the resolution before the 
House, unless the Foreign Affairs 
Committee acts on the measure by 
the end of next week. The signa- 
tures of 218 Congressmen are re- 
quired to discharge a committee 
from consideration of a bill. 

Discussion on the Palestine res- 
olution started when Rep. Martin 
J. Kennedy, of New York, raised 
the question of whether it would 
be parliamentary procedure to file 
a discharge petition. Explaining 
that such a procedure was permis- 
sible, Rep. Dickstein said:

WASHINGTON SIDELIGHTS— 
It will be revealing no secret if I 
tell you that President Roosevelt 
has definitely decided to issue no 
formal statement on Palestine 
without first consulting Churchill. 

. . The President indicated as 
much to Rabbi Wise and Rabbi Sil- 
ver when he received them at the 
White House. . . . The text of his 
views on Palestine which he au- 
thorized to them to make public 
was “Text Number 2” prepared by 
the Zionist leaders and changed 
here and there by the President in 
his own handwriting. ... A “Text 
Number 1” was presented to him 
by the Zionist leaders, but he did 
not approve of its contents. . . 
As it is, even the approval of “Text 
Number 2” came as a surprise to 
many who are close to the Presi- 
dent, including Vice-President 
Wallace. .. . It took seven impor- 
tant non-Jewish personalities, in- 
cluding members of his cabinet, to 
convince President Roosevelt that 
something must be done by him to 
offset the bad impression which the 
shelving of the Palestine resolu- 
tion had made. .. .

To Russian Refugees 

H. Joseph Hyman, executive di- 
rector of the Jewish Welfare Fund 
has been notified by the HIAS 
(Hebrew Sheltering and Immi- 
grant Aid Society) that arrange- 
ments have been made for persons 
in the United States to send food 
and clothing packages to relatives 
and friends in the Soviet Union. 
The resumption of this service has 
been made possible as the result 
of an arrangement with the Joint 
Distribution Committee under 
which their stock piles in Teheran, 
capital of Iran, will be utilized for 
this purpose. 

The packages, weighing 11 
pounds may contain articles such 
as sugar, tea, marmalade, shirts, 
shoes, stockings, sweaters, skirts, 
blankets, soap, etc. The cost per 
package ranges from $21 to $30 
depending on the content.

I enjoyed my first column very much. At 
last I was making myself heard in Israel. In 
the convocations of Israel I always had been a 
frustrated man while the more aggressive and 
vocal members held the floor all evening. I 
never could get in a word edgewise. 

To a meek man like me it is most aggravating 
“to go to a Jewish meeting. In our town Mr. 
Zilch and associated Zilches grab the floor early 
in the meeting and hold it practically all eve- 
ning. (I hope Mr. Segal will forgive me for tak- 
ing the name of his favorite character to my 
own purposes.) 

I know Zilch from my high school days. He 
won the oratorical contest and that set him go- 
ing on the idea that he was ordained to be a 


spokesman. It started him also toward the pur- 
pose of being a lawyer. He has been talking 
ever since. 


Everybody who ever has attended a Jewish 
meeting anywhere knows a Zilch. There are 
generally a half dozen of the Zilches at every 
meeting. 

Zilch ‘s on his feet as soon as the minutes of 
the pre meeting have been read. He rises 
to ask a question. Did the secretary use a com- 
Ma or a semi-colon to indicate a pause in a cer- 
tain sentence in the minutes of the previous 
meeting? Zilch ‘s for a semi-colon. 

“Gentlemen,” he says with all the fervor at 
his command, “‘we as Jews must be careful. We 
have a special duty to dot every I and to cross 
every T, to have every comma or semi-colon in 
its proper place. This is one of the compulsions 
of our Jewish destiny and our destiny should 
be. haunting fact in the life of each of us— 
whether one considers himself to be a Jew by 
nationality, race or religion. This reminds me 
that the other afternoon I met a certain friend 
of mine at Fourth and Vine and we spent an 
hour debating whether we were a nationality, 
race or religion.” 

Mr. Zilch then goes on to examine every facet 
of the question this way and that. He recalls 
the glory of Israel as a nation, Israel’s religious 
contribution to mankind, the anthropological 
data that may or may not suggest Israel is a 
race ... “and now, Mr. Chairman,” he con- 
cludes, “I move that the secretary be instructed 
to place a semi-colon where, inadvertently, I 
hope, he has written a comma.”

Where does all this leave me? I am burning 
up with things to say. Several times I arise 
timidly ... “Mr. Chairman!” ... Perhaps my 
voice isn’t loud enough. I have never been a 
loud voice in Israel. The chairman seems not 
to notice me. If his glance wanders my way it 
turns away, rather contemptuously, I think, as 


“if to say, ““‘Who are you to want to speak here? 


Are you a Zilch?” 

If he gave me a chance I could show them 
things. I would say that Jewish life is too full 
of spokesmen who grab the floor, too many self- 
appointed statesmen, too many who think of Jew- 
ish life as a political parliament, too many who 
think it’s all a fight, too many Zilches, too many 
leaders who don’t seem to be leading us any- 
where but away from the essentials of Judaism. 

Can we keep our children interested for long 
in Judaism if being a Jew is to be a politician 
jockeying for advantage, to be a loud voice in an 


awful Babel. No! Our children want none of 
that. 
My own 17-year-old son asks me what’s all 


this fussing about, but when I try to tell him 
he doesn’t get at all excited, as if it were foreign 
to him and his thinking. He is a most intelligent 
iad and has definite ideas of what being a Jew 
is. To his mind being a Jew mainly has to do 
with keeping a lofty character. By this con- 
sciousness of being a Jew he guides himself in 
all his relations at school, in all his conduct in 
the Boy Scouts, even in the strenuosities of the 
football field. This is what most children believe 
about Judaism and why do we serve them too 
much with other concepts? 

As we go riding fiercely in all the other di- 
rections of being Jewish, aren’t we likely to 
forget. the main goal: That the chief end of be- 
ing Jewish is the cultivation of the good life? 
Is it for our children’s good that we are getting 
away from this essential of Judaism as we pur- 
sue other goals? 

Is Judaism bankrupt as a good way of life 
that we have hotly to seek these extra-curricular

activities ? 
on this essential of being Jewish. 
are far off at distant shores. 

All this is what I would say if they would 
ever let me speak at a Jewish meeting. But 
perhaps, even if I were allowed to speak my 
voice would falter, for I am a fellow who is 
easily overawed by the claims of statesmanship, 
and who am I to let my voice out among the 
pretensions of the Zilches? 

So I have quit going to Jewish assemblies al- 
together, except the assemblies of the synagogue. 
There God lets me speak. I feel at; hom. Zilch 
isn’t there. There I enjoy the essential simplic- 
ity of being a Jew. This simplicity is expressed 
in the prayer: “We give thanks unto Thee for 
Thou art the Lord our God. . . . Thou art the 
Rock of our lives, the Shield of our Salvation 
through every generation. We... declare Thy 
praise for our lives which are committed unto 
Thy hand and for our souls which are in Thy 
charge, and for Thy miracles which are daily 
with us, and for Thy wonders and Thy benefits 
which are wrought at all times, evening, morn- 
ing and noon.”
